“On Tuesday, June 20, we 

encourage every ham radio 

operator across the country who 

owns a handheld transceiver to 

take their little radios to work if 

they can,” says ARRL Media 

and Public Relations Manager 

Allen Pitts, WI1AGP. “By 

wearing it on their belt, setting it 

on a desk or just making your 

radio visible, the goal is to have co-workers 
ask, ‘What’s that?’ In this way, the hams will 
be able to share about the fun they have with 
Amateur Radio.” 

Pitts encourages hams not only to show the 
capabilities of their handheld radios, but to 
invite co-workers to actually give them a try 
— under the licensee’s supervision, of course 
as the Amateur Radio rules allow. 

“This is a great way to begin and also invite 
your friends and co-workers to come and see 
a full station in field operation the next 
weekend during ARRL Field Day 2006 on 
June 24-25,” Pitts says. 








Although Amateur Radio is mainly fun, it is 
called a radio service because it also has a 
serious side. The FCC supports the Amateur

Radio Service because of its value in provid- 
ing emergency communication, contributing 
“to the advancement of the radio art,” ex- 
panding the pool of “trained operators, techni- 
cians and electronics experts,” and to en- 
hance international goodwill. 

“This philosophy has paid off,” Pitts notes. 
“Countless lives have been saved where 
skilled hobbyists act as emergency communi- 
cators to render aid, whether it’s during a 
tsunami in India or a hurricane right here in 
the US.” 

A heads up: On June 20 between noon and | 
PM in your local time zone, be on the lookout 
for surprise messages from ARRL. By using 
modern digital radio technology, EchoLink and 
a few other tricks, random participants from 
locations around the country might be spotted 
on the air by WIAW and win a prize. 

“Take Your Handheld to Work Day” is a 
chance to have a lot of fun, recruit new hams, 
invite people to Field Day, get 
publicity and show off Amateur 
Radio,” Pitts points out. “Many 
people would like to have the 
capabilities of ham radio ina 
crisis, but don’t know where to 
start. The best recruiter is 
another ham. I hope you have 
fun and make the most of it!”

Volunteers 
Receive NOAA

NEWINGTON, CT, May 30, 2006—South 
Florida SK YWARN Coordinator Don Morris, 
KG4JHH,of Miami, and his South Florida 
SKY WARN team have received a 2006 
NOAA Environmental Hero Award for 


outstanding volunteer service during the 2005 
hurricane season. 





Morris and his SKYWARN team volunteered 
more than 100 hours to staff Amateur Radio 
Station WX4MIA, located at the NOAA 
National Weather Service (NWS) Weather 
Forecast Office in Miami. The volunteers 
gathered real-time hurricane damage and 
weather reports, disseminated NWS informa- 
tion and warnings and verified NWS warnings 
with on-the-spot information. 


Along with other SK YWARN volunteers and 
even family members, Morris kept the 
WX4MIA severe weather net in constant 
operation as Hurricane Katrina moved ashore 
near Hallandale Beach and then southwest 
across Miami-Dade County. He did the same 
thing for Hurricane Wilma, staying all night 
right through landfall around 6 AM in Collier 
County and through noon when Wilma finally 
moved off the Palm Beach County coastline 
near Jupiter. 


Over the years, NOAA said, Morris has 
volunteered hundreds of hours as “the voice” 
of WX4MIA, soliciting storm reports and 
disseminating the latest warnings and state- 
ments for hurricanes and severe storms. 
Established in 1995 and given annually in 
conjunction with Earth Day, the Environmen- 
tal Hero Award is presented to individuals and 
organizations volunteering their time and 
energy to help NOAA carry out its mission. 
NOAA Administrator Conrad C. 
Lautenbacher said, “The dedicated efforts 
and outstanding accomplishments of these 
award winners greatly benefit the environ- 
ment and make our nation a better place for
